A PREFATORY NOTE 

Amoiifjf American colk'ctors of works of art, tlic late Mr, 
Henry C. Lnwi'ence occupied n most enviable position. Himself 
the son of a noted collector, he devoted himself very largely to 
acquisitions in two fields, in both of which he attained what 
amounted to supremacy. These were the Stained Glass of the 
thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteentli centuries and those Dishes of 
hammered brass whicli, for nigh on two centuries, were pro- 
duced, for tfie rest of Europe, mainly in the tjuaiiit old-worUl city 
of Nuremberg. 

But, though Mr. Lawrence made these two things, Stained 
Glass and hannuered Brass-ware, his cliicf aim as a collector, he 
by no means neglected other objects of a more diversified and 
generally appealing character. It is significant of his fiair and 
instinctive knowledge that, altliough lie tilled his capacious house 
throughout with furnisliings and decorations of bvgoiie ages, there 
was practically nothing there to be found that was not distin- 
guislie<l by its inherent beauty and its outstanding genuineness. 

Thus, his French and Fleniisli polyclironie Wood-carvings are 
of a rare beauty, his early Tapestries are noteworthy at a time 
when such fine specimens of media-val weaving are practically un- 
procurable, while his Italian Colored Stuccoes, Furniture and Tex- 
tiles represent the very best endeavors of the Italian Renaissance 
craftsmen. 

In regard to wtiat most will call the clou of the whole gather- 
ing, and what is, undoubtedly, the most important private collec- 
tion in the United States of early stained glass, I deemed it advis- 
able to obtain the well-considered opinion of Captain Maurice 
Drake, autlior of "A History of English Stained Glass Painting" 
and one of the recognized authorities of Europe on tlic subject. 
I also consulted, while in Paris, SI. Emile Bacri, who is a con- 
sulting authority on art objects to tlic French Government. As 
a consequence, I confidently believe that the catalogue of this 
section nuxy be relied H])on absolutely. 

In conclusion, I may say that, to my knowledge, the Amer- 
ican Art Association has seldom been authorized to offer at un- 
restricted sale so choice and well-balanced a gathering, brought 
together for his own pleasure and without a thought of contingent 
profit by a collector of such acute intelligence and artistic per- 
ception.

Dehvery of any purchase will be made only at the American 
Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only 
on presenting the hill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 
of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold.

NUREMBERG AND OTHER BRASSES 
CHIEFLY OF THE SIXTEENTH CENTURY 



Altliougli the cities of Augsburg, Brunswick Liilieck liave 
been jiientioned umoiig the places of uianufacture of tlie liainmered 
brass Dishes, Plates and Bowls here catalogued, it seems certain 
that to Nuremberg alone was the craft confined. The Director of 
the Germanic Xjitionul Aluseuni |mblif>hed, in \ureni!)erg, nmny 
years ago, a Bulletin which, in view of its painstaking complete- 
ness, has served to the present time as the source of most of our 
knowledge regarding the Nuremberg brass-liammerer's trade. In 
the Municipal Registers of that city the disli hammerers are first 
mentioned in l^JT^l, but it was not until tlie close of the fifteenth 
century that their craft reached any degree of development, while 
of the examples which have come down to us, those of the sixteenth 
century and later are in an ovcrwhchning majority. 

The proce.ss of making these dishes was an interesting one, 
but the individual maker made no attempt to improve upon the 
technical methods or to alter in the slightest degree the designs 
of his ancestor.s, and so it is practically impossible to positively 
assign a sjyecial date to any particular piece. The dish, in the 
first place, was put upon the lathe and subsequently tlie central 
figure or decorative design, the gadroonings and bands of inscrip- 
tions and ornament, were beaten from the back and driven into a 
brass or iron mold, wliich gave the requisite sharpness and clear- 
ness to the surface. Tlie bands of stamped ornaments were then 
impressed by the use of punches or dies applied to the face of the 
work. It may be remarked that bands of inscription, either in 
Gothic or Lombardic characters, almost always form a part of the 
Nuremberger's design, but are as a rule purely decorative in pur- 
pose and, as legends, are absolutely meaningless. In this respect 
they resemble the bands of pseudo-Kufic lettering which form a 
part of the pattern of nmny dishes of Hispano-Mauresque work- 
manship. Finally, though most of the brass dishes met with 
to-day were made at Nuremberg, others occasioimlly turn up which 
claim France, Italv or Austria as their birthplace.

The first was in the use 
of silver stain, for it was found, early in the fourteentli eentury, 
that if white glass were painte-d with a sidt »i silver iinil then 
flred it becHine )>artiall)' stained Ji clear and lasting yellow rang- 
ing from piiU" lemon to deep orange. Heeondly, it was discovered 
that "flashed" glnss- — nnmely, white glass coated with a film of 
colored glass — could he groimd away, or "nhraded," by this means 
making it ]>ossil)le to olitain white nnd color on the' same piece. 
The secimd iiii thod was liuiited in its result, Init the invention of 
the silver stain hatl a ]>otent infliienee on the very design of 
sta incd-glass windows, 

Xo Stained Glass of a date prior to the eleventh century 
is now in existence, while the earliest examples likely tf» fall into 
possessi/m of the eolleetor will date from the middle of the thir- 
teenth century, and most of his aecjuisitions frotii the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. It is noteworthy, therefore, that so many 
panels in the Lawrence Collection are as early as the thirteenth 
century, and it is not amassing that nuiny of these have I)e4'n 
"restored" by the insertion itf small pieces of glass to take the 
place of those broken in the [lassage of nearly seven centuries. 
It is largely this first fact, as well as the loving discrimination with 
which each piec**^ has been seleete<l, that makes the gathering so 
noteworthy. Interesting, too, is it to note how many of the ]tanels 
claim I'Vanee as tlieir country of origin, France, indeed, was 
the first home of the eraftsiuan in Stained and I'ainted Glass, as 
to which fact early Knglish ecclesiastical records hear ample 
witness. 

A few of Mr. Lawrence's panels are of Swiss glass, which 
leads to a curious consideration. The extraordinary prices re- 
cently given hy collectors for Stained Glas.<! are confined to the 
very earliest and to the latest examples. The forna-r are found 
in Jterfeetion in France and England, while for the latter one 
must travel to the little country of SwitKcrlund. Here in the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, secular windows, painted with 
colored glass enamels so skilfully pre]>ared that after firing they 
became as nuich a part of the gUiss as the colors In "pot-nu'tal, 
were ]>rodiieed in abundanee. Figures, landscapes and heraldic 
devices were admirably presenlcti by these Swiss, who enlisted the 
services of sueh artists as Hans Holbein the Younp'r. Towards 
the latter half of the seventeenth century, however, a ]>eriotl of 
decadence set in which eventually wrote "'Finis" to the story of 
Swiss glass ]>ainting. 

It may, in conclusion, be remarked that Mr. Lawrence ob- 
tained prai'tieally all bis examples fr(ao >I\f. llacri Freres, Rev 
and Heitbronner of Pari-s, from Mr. (Sro.'iVeuor Thomas of I.omhm, 
from French and Co, and from a private collector of New York, 
while be found tlv advice and a.ssistamv of JI. H, Dagnerre of 
Paris invaluable.

Wood in the Burlington Magazine under the title of "Seven 
Deadly Sins." Henry VIII hnd a set of them, one of which 
is still in Hampton Court. Part of another (which sold at 
auction in London for £6,600 in 1910 and which is illus- 
trated on page 17 of Hunter's "Tapestries, their Origin, 
History and Renaissance") has recently been added to the 
Hampton Court Collection by gift. Several years ago one 
of the set was acquired for the I^ouvre, where it now hangs 
prominently. The subject of tlie fragment before us is the 
"Triumph of ttie Old Law" as symbolized by the mosaic 
tables pictured in the banner pendent from the tnimpet, 
which is blown by a lady who symbolizes the Old Testament. 
The angel on the right holds a scroll that carries the first 
two words of the famous Latin hymn composed by Saint 
Fortunatus, Bishop of Poitiers, in the sixth century. The 
two words arc Pange, lingua, and the first line of the hymn 
translated reads: "Record, tongue, the battle of the glori- 
ous war," referring to the war of Christ against Sin, and of 
the Virtues against the Vices. Tlie four figures below the 
angel are Chastity, Patience, and two other V irtues,

A large fragment of one of tlioRC fftscinating shcplierd and 
/ . liuntiiig tapestries woven at Tournai toward the close of 
the fifteentli miturv. There are importunt example?; in 
tlie \'ietoria and Albert Museum, and in the Musec des Arts 
Deeoratifs. One of their eliaractcristic features are the 
eloselv foHuged trees with their richlv colored fruit. Xote 
also ttie vino on the left, henv\' with grapes, tlint the maid 
is cutting with the knife carried in her right hand, while on 
her left arm hangs the basket, from which tho lady has just 
taken a cluster. As is usual in these tapestries, tliere are 
two distinct groujjs of personages, tlie hunting group of 
lords and ladies, and the sheplicrd group of peasants. One 
of the lords before ns holds ii falcon on his left Imtid, while 
his dog watches him intently, nnil the ladies on either side of 
him seem rather bored. The other lord leans on his battle- 
axe while gesturing to tire lady witli the grapes. The cen- 
tral personage of the tapestry is a ftplnntcr; tliat is to sav, 
a woman who Js spinning. Watching tier intently is a swain 
with picturesque hat, wlm has taken off one of his shoes, 
wliicli lie is mending witli the lielj) of an awl. His bouJette 
(shepherd's stall' with shovel at the end to pick up dirt and 
throw at the slieep to guide them) lies on the ground. Be- 
yond him is a youth witli lioiilcffc. who blows a clarinet. In 
tlie middle of tho background, surrounded by spellbound 
sheep, a bag]>iper sits and plays. On the right, one shepherd 
clips a fleece, while aiiotlier shepherd feeds n slieejj, and a 
shepherdess holds under her arm one of the flock soon to be 
.shorn. The weave of the tapestry, especially of the long 
and flowing robes, is -superb.
